In speaking of the collision between the 
troops and workingmen of St. Petersburg a 
week ago last Sunday, the duke said: 

“ The idea spread in the foreign newspapers 
“that this affair was merely industrial is not 
correct. We know that behind the thousands 
of workingmen are anarchists and desperate 
socialists who would stop at no form of vio-. 
lence. 
| “It was not possible to allow these 140,000 
people to enter the palace. They surely 
would have looted it and then looted the 
city. We who are familiar with the char- 
acter of our mobs in Russia knew well that 
the workingmen, with even a possibly just 
grievance, immediately would have fastened 
at their head the violent element of the rev- 
olutionigts, and if we had permitted this 
crowd to approach the palace it would have 
been impossible to check it if this element 
gained the ascendency. 

“With a full understanding of the situa- 
tion the people were warned by proclama- 
tions by the police 6h Satufday that this 
demonstration announced for Sunday must 
not take place. They were told definitely and 
distinctly that if they attempted to gather 
in any such numbers as they proposed they 
would be dispersed. The warning to them 
was as complete as it was possible to make 
it, but they refused to heed it, 


Urged in Vain to Disperse. 

“They assembled, as all the world knows, 
on Sunday. But even after they had begun 
to gather In the streets for two hours they 
were urged orally by the officials of the gov- 
ernment and the police to disperse. They | 
were told again and again by word of mouth, 
as they were the day before by proclamation, 
that they must not attempt to approach the 
palace. 

“They were urged to go away quietly, but 
in spite of all efforts to control them peace- 
ably they continued to refuse to obey the 
orders and in various columns began pressing 
on the palace. 

“ The lasue wae clearly defined and it was 

absolutely essential that this mob be checked 
and dispersed. 

“When the troops were compelled to fire 
on the people for two rounds they fired blank 
cartridges in the hope that this show of force 
would be effective and that bloodshed could 
be avoided. But it became necessary finally 
to fire three rounds of ball cartridges before 
the crowd would yield. : 

“TY think the government of any country 
in the world would have done the same to- 
ward a crowd which had persistently re- 
jected milder measures. It was thus Napo- 
leon cleared the streets of Paris. In our | 
case it was a necessity.” .. : 


Duke Almost Weeps. 

The duke, in describing this phase of the 
wes Moved ‘wept. 
Then he added: 

“IT am a Russian from the crown of my 
head to the tip’of my toes, and have been 
deeply saddened by these events.

“I cannot understand the present outburst 
of apparent hatred on the part of the people 
of many nations,against the Russian govern- 
ment.

Unfrocked Priest Quits 
for Reinstatement. 


MRS. ELLIOTT CAUSE OF ALL 


Woman’s Enmity Because of Priest’s 
Action Made Beandel Possible, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 
Rev. Dr. Irvine has decided to end the long 
struggle he has made against Bishop Taltot 
for reiristatement. In a statement today the 
rector, who was unfrocked by the bishop, 
says he has forgiven the bishop and implies 
‘that the libel proceedings recently begun 
against the bishop will be withdrawn, and 
that the church may expect no new present- 
ment. 

“And now to end this matter,” he says, 
“T think in my five years’ struggle for jus- 
tice I have demonstrated my innocence. I 
the e, I had nothing to fear in 
the sunlight. No one could petmit me to do 
that but Bishop Talbot,,and he repeatedly 
has refused. 


Talbot twice has evaded service of a sum-

does not afford such protection but it neces- 
sarily visits’ upon the innocent punishment 
intended for the guilty.

In fact, the young sultan 
of Zanzibar is a thorough gentleman, accord- 
ing to both oriental and western ideas.

This is a 
prerogative enjoyed by a limited number of 
the. old houses of the great territorial no- 
bility, such as the Arnims, Ostens, Kénigs- 
marks, Alvensiebens, Schwerins, and Schu- 
lenburgs, all of whom belong to the rank of 
eount. The agnates, or adult males of the 
nily, select one of their number to repre- 
t them in the herrenhaus, or house of 
lords, ana then make known their nominee, 
who is thereupon appointed by the crown 
to the upper chamber for life. i 
The Bilows are one of the oldest houses 
in Germany and trace their lineage In an 
unbroken line back 800 years, the records of 
their family being confirmed by references 
to its members on almost évery page of Ger- 
man history since the eleventh century. But 
they formed part of the petty nobility, and 


until the other day enjoyed no rights of rep- : 


resentation in the herrenhaus. : 
According to a popular old poem, the fami- 
ly was founded by a scion of one of the 
princely houses of the Wends who had been 
disowned and driven out from among his 
people for having embraced Christianity. 
Losing his way I a forest and filled with 
despair as to his future, he suddenly heard 
the word “ Biillow, Billow,” and, looking up, 
saw a bird holding a gold ring In its beak. He 
followed the bird until ft disappeared into 
the trunk of an oak hollowed by age. Put- 
ting hia hand into the hole through which 
the bird had entered, he found the interior 
of the tree full of pieces of gold, which be- 
came the foundation of the fortunes of the 
family. It is to this that are attributed tae 
bird with a gold ring tn its beak and the gold 


coins that figure in the armorial bearings of 
the Bilows, 


During the twelfth, thirteenth, and four 


teenth eenturies six Billows figured as 
bishops of Schwerin. -In the fifteenth cen- 
tury a Billow was appointed by the elector 
of Brandenburg first chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Frankfurt on the Oder. Another 
Billow was grand master of the houséhold 
to the first queen of Prussia, another was 


of war to the second king of-the 


aynasty, five Billows distinguished them- 
selves as generals in the seven years war 
under Frederick the Great. Frederick Will- 


fam von Billow was one of the most famous ' 


generals of the German war of liberation 
from Napoleonic thraldom at the beginning 
of the nineteenth cen Under Frederick 
William II. a Bilow was minister of financ 
while a scion of the same family was minis- 
ter of foreign affairs to Frederick William 
IV. The latter’s brother and successor had 
the present chancellor’s father as his secre- 
tary of state, while there are at least four 
Bilows holding active commands as generals 
in the army. | 

From this it will be seen the family of Count 
Bernhard von Billow, actually the chancellor 
of the empire and premier of Prussia, and 
who was promoted from his rank of baron 
to that of count some years ago, is well 
represented both In the ancient and modern 
history of his native land. 


The Prussian house of lords, by the bye, 
lately has celebrated the fiftieth anniversary 
of its creation in its present form by King 
Frederick William IV., who died insane, and 
who generally is considered already to have 
been suffering from a disordered brain at the 
time when he called this upper chamber into 
existence. Certainly its constitution is of 
a nature to lend colortothestory. He de- 
clared that he formed it for the purpose of 
eonstituting a defense to the throne. It has, 
however, fulfilled its mission by opposing 
resolutely every progressive measure as well 
as every necessary and modern reform, even 
when proposed by the crown, with which.the 
herrenhaus has quite often found itseif in 
conflict. 

No stronger illustration can be given of 
the manner in which the stringent laws 
against dueling are defied flagrantly in 
France, even by the government intrusted 
with the execttion of the laws, than that 
furnished by the recent bloodless encounter 
between Deroulede, the exiled nationalist, 
and M. Jaures, the vice president of the 
chamber. As the Spanish authorities de- 
clined to permit the encounter to take place 
on Spanish territory, M. Combes, then still 
‘premier of France, actually jssued a safe 
conduct to Deroulede for twenty-four hours 
to enable him to duel with Jaures on French 
soll. When it is added that the cause for 
the combat was the reputation of the maid 
of Orleans, burnt at the stake in the fifteenth 
century, and which, assailed by Jaures, was 
championed by Deroulede, it will be appre- 
ciated that everything connected with the 
duel was. characteristically Gallic. 


King Leopold has declined to give his sup- 
port to the measures now under discussion 
in the national legislature at Brussels, pro- 
viding for statutory Sunday rest and the 
prevention of labor and trade on that day. 
While his action in the matter may not com- 


mend itself to the vast majority of people f 


in this country, there is no bt that he js 
in sympathy with a large proportion of his 
subjects who insist that.a law of this kind 
prohibiting people from working or pursu- 
ing their trade on the Sabbath constitutes 
an infringement of the individual rights and 
prerogatives of citizens, who should be left 
free to follow their callings as they please 
and to take the rest when it suits. them with- 
out being subjected to legislation in the mat- 
ter. - 
While there is. a certain amount ofggeason 
in this, yet Belgium will enjoy ere long the 
distinction of being the only country in Eu- 
rope without Sunday rest laws, as these. 
lately have been enacted in republican 
France and now are being introduced: in 
monarchical Spain and Italy. In Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, and Scandinavia they have 
been in existence for many years, and in 
England, where they date from King Charles 
TL. the most profligate of British sover- 
eigns, they particularly are strict. 

King Leopold is independent about such 
matters as these and some years ago took 
a decided stand in refusing to countenance

‘Resolutions Adopted Ot Calling on Presi- 
* dent and Congress to Ratify Inter- 
national Arbitration Treaties. 


President Roogevelt and congress were peti- 
tioned to ratify the arbitration treaties with 
other nations pending in the national, legis- 
lature at a massmeeting held yesterday noon 
in Association hall, 155 La Salle street. At 
the meeting, held under the auspices of the 
* International Arbitration society of Chicago, 
resolutions presented by Robert T. Lincoln 
were adopted bya unanimous vote. Theres- 
olutions asked governmental action, after 
declaring as follows: 

That the mtehod of settling international dis- 
putes and difficulties by arbitration, rather than 
by force, is ip accord with the highest precepts of 
reason and humanity; and, 


jointly establishing the permanent court at The 
Hague, recognized the moral obligation which 
rests upon them to avoid the horrors of war by the 
submission of their controversies to judicial deter- 
mination.

| Justice Underwood Holds That Patron 


Hangs Garment on Public Pek :

Coats and hats are hung on the public 
hooks in, restaurants at their qwners’ risk, 
Justice Underwood decided yesterday. The 
case was that of Rawson B. Wrigley of New 
York, who asked $35 for the loss of an over- 
coat. He was suing James L. Furd and 
Charies Nettleton, proprietors of the Lakota 
café, 262 Clark street, where, he asserted, he 
lost an overcoat on Jan. 6. 

The contention of the restaurant men was 
that proper caution had not been exercised 
by Wrigley in that he had placed the coat 
on a rack behind the chair in which he seated 
himself instead of checking it. 

Wrigley said he hung his overs on a 
rack and seated himself at a tabi. sear it. 
Maving dined, he was unable to find the coat. 
He reported the loss to the proprietors. 

“They asked me whether I had given the 
coat to a waiter, and when I told them I had 
not they said they could not be held responsi- 
ble.”” he said. 

Decisions from different states in similar
